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J  HE  advantages  for  Jludylng  the  principles  of  harmony  beings  In  this  country^  fo  limited.,  It  cannot  be  expelled  that  a  ampofitlon  of  this 
nature  can  Jl and  the  tfjl  of  crltlcljm.  This  clrcumjiance  conftdered.  It  Is  hoped  that  candid  allowances  will  be  made  In  the  perufal  of  the folloxvlng 
Jheets,  whlih  are  rcfpeSifuUy  Sl-mlttedto  the  public  eye. 

JVlth  reffiil  to  the  d(fign  of  the  compofetlm.  It  may  be  obfrvid.^  that  It  Is  adapted.,  as  far  as  poffible.,  to  the  rules  of  pronunciation.  Confequently, 
the  miftc  requires  a  moderate  mii'ement ;  for  It  Is  very  difpcult  to  follovj  the  exaSl  motion  of  the  pendulum,  and  pronounce  with  that  propriety  and 
elegance,  which  the  Importance  ofthefuljeS!  mry  demand.  It  may  then  be  proper  here  to  remark,  that  fentlment  and  expreffion  ought  to  be  the 
principal  guide  In  vocal  mifc. 

Perhaps  feme  may  he  dlfappolnted,  that  fuglng  pieces  are  In  ■general  omitted.  But  the  principal  reafon  ivhy  few  were  Inferted  was  the  trifling 
effect  ■produced  by  that  Jort  of  mufic  ;  for  the  parts,  falling  In,  one  after  another,  each  conveying  a  different  Idea,  confound  the  fenfe,  and  render  the 
performance  a  mere  jargon  of  words.     The  numerous  pieces  of  this  kind,  extant,  mufl  be  a  jiifflclent  apology  for  omitting  them  here. 

Subfcrlbcrs  are  mfi  rejpeflfully  thanked  far  their  encouragement  of  the  work  :  And  they  are  affuredthat  great  attention  has  been  paid  to  render 
it  correal.     Such  errors  as  efaped  notice,  while  the  work  was  In  the  prefs,  are  pointed  out  in  the  Errata. 

Should  ivhat  Is  now  cffjred,  meet  accc^tjnce,  adlltlons  will  hereafter  be  made  of  congregational  and  occafonal  pieces,  vjlth  feme  hints  upon  ex- 
preffion.

A   concife    INTRODUCTION   to  the   GROUNDS  of  MUSIC. 

MUSIC  confifts  in  a  fucceffion  of  pleafing  founds,  and  is  naturally  divided  into  Melody  and  Harmony.  Melody  is  a  feries  of  fingle 
founds.  Harmony  is  the  pleafing  union  of  two  or  more  fingle  founds.  Modulation  is  the  art  of  changing  the  key  or  mode,  in 
which  a  pieceof  mufic  is  compofed.  So  long  as  we  preferve  the  fundamental  harmony,  without  departing  from  the  degrees  of  the  oc- 
tave, the  key  is  ftill  the  fame  ;  but  when  we  make  a  cadence  in  any  new  key,  fome  one  of  the  degrees  muft  be  changed  from  natural  to 
fharp  or  flat.  The  principal  diftinftions  of  mufical  founds  are  time  and  tune  ;  to  the  combination  of  thefe  two  qualities  is  chiefly  to  be  af- 
oribed  the  pleafing  and  endlefs  variety  of  the  mufical  art.

Three  odaves  being  feldom  within  the  compafs  of  the  human  voice,  the  bafs  flaff  is  therefore  affigned  to  the  graveft  voices  of  men,  the 
tenor  ftafFto  the  higheft  of  men's  voices,  the  counter  flafFto  boys  voices,  or  the  loweft  voices  of  women,  and  the  treble  ftafF  to  the  higheft 
voices  of  women.

TIME. 


HERE  are  three   divifions  of  time,  viz.  common,  triple,  and   compound  ;  which  are  diftinguilhed  by  certain  charaders,   marks, 
or  modes.

Is  meafured  by  even  numbers,  as  2,  4,  8,  &c.  each  bar  including  fuch  quantity  of  notes,  as  will  amount  to  one  Semibrevc,  which  is  the 

meafure  nolc,  and  guides  all  the  reft  ;  and  it  is  to  be  known  by  thefe  marks,  O  JTI  ^  ^  or  5-     The   firft  three  of  thefe  thara£lers 

contain,  each  of  them,  the  value  of  a  Semjjjrevc  in  a  bar ;  the  two  laft  contain  no  more  than  a  Minim,  or  its  value  in  other  notes,  in  a  bar.

Tl'.e  preceding  are  all  the  modes  at  prefsnt  in  ufe.  The  proportion  between  the  feveral  modes  Is  omitted  ;  dircilive  terms  being  now 
generally  irfed  to  regulate  the  pertormance. 

Accent  is  a  certain  force  of  voice  upon  particular  pnrts  of  a  bar,  whlcii  inufl  coincide  with  emphatical  words.  In  cominon  time, 
where  there  are  four  beats  in  a  bar,  the  accented  are  the  firfb  and  third  p^rts  of  the  bar  ;  where  there  are  but  two  beats,  it  generally  falls 
ujion  the  firft  part  of  the  bar.     In  triple  time,  the  accent,  commonly,  falls  upon  thetirft  part  of  the  bar. 

Obferve  that,  in  all  modes  of  tim«,the  hand  mull  fall  at  the  beginning,  and  rife  at  the  clofe  of  each  bar. 

GENERAL  RE     M     ARKS. 

LET  every  perfon  take  tlie  fart,  to  which  Iiis  voice  is  bed  adapted.  For,  if  one  fings  tenor  whofe  organs  are  formed  for  the  bafs,  he  will  hang  as  a  weight 
upon  ulhers,  which  will  (ink  tlie  time  from  its  original  pitch. 

The  month  ought  to  be  opened  fi>  as  to  give  the  voice  free  pafTage.     By  neglefling  this,  a  good  voice  will  be  fpo1<et3,  and  a  bad  one  made  worfe. 

Singing  through  the  note  lias  a  nioft  difagreeableeffedt  upon  the  hearer.     No  one  worild  commit  this  tanh  a  fecond  time,  were  lie  made  fenfible  of  his  error. 

Many  lingers  conceive  that  they  ling  well,  when  they  exert  the  whole  (ireiigfh  of  the  voice.  'J'his  precludes  all  delicacy  of  l«ltc  and  exprelTion  ;  and  ren- 
tiers the  performance  at  bcft  bur  a  dilfonant  bawling.  By  linging  within  the  natural  compafs  of  the  vuicr,  we  retain  fiie  power  of  fwelling  occalioiially  and 
of  giving  force  to  particular  palfages. 

Pronouncing  diftinctly,  and  with  propriety,  is  one  of  the  moft  elTential  cDnfiucrations  in  finging.  Great  attention,  therefore,  onglit  to  be  paid  to  emphafts  ; 
tor  without  it  the  ideas  will  be  oblcure  ;  and  the  defign  of  the  mufic  \0(i. 

Words  beginning  with  a  vowel  ought  not  to  be  pronounced,  as  if  they  began  with  a  confonant.  This  is  a  vety  coninron  tault  ;  and  is  occafioned  by  fliiit- 
titig,  inrtead  of  opening  the  mouth,  previoudy  to  tlie  pronouncing  of  vowel  founds. 

The  finger  (liould  pay  all  poflTible  attention  to  w  h»t  he  is  performing.  For,  if  the  he«rer  have  reaton  to  fufpetl  the  finger  to  be  heedlefs  of  the  fitbjec?^, 
ifi  which  he  preiends  to  be  engaged,  he  will  be  dilguficd  both  with  him  and  his  performance. 

To  (iiig  wiihout  affeclaiion  of  any  kind,  to  full  naturally  into  tlie  palTion  of  tlie  fong,  and  to  execute  it  feelingly,  «iihout  any  efforts,  but  fuch  as  are  pro. 
per  to  the  palfion,  cannot  fa  1  of  beftig  agreeable  to  the  hearer. 

Care  (honid  be  taken  that  every  note  be  founded  ;  for  by  omitting  the  found  of  one,  we  may  perhaps  lofe  the  force  of  feveral  fucceeding  notes. 

After  the  true  found  of  eacli  noie  is  learnt,  gr.iccs,  &c.  may  claim  attention. 

A  profound  lilence  ought  to  be  obferved,  wherever  it  is  inteniietl  by  the  compofuilt,  that  the  coinpofition  be  not  injured  ;  which  •will  be  the  confeqttencc 
of  introducing  founds  where  none  were  defigned. 

Attention  fhould  be  paid  to  all  the  terins,  which  are  placed  over  the  mufic  to  direft  the  performance  ;  as  they  greatly  adirt  expreflion  ;  and  will  have  k 
'liirprili'.ig  eRtft,  if  conducted  with  judgment.  Yet  they  are  feldom  obferved  ;  or  it  they  be,  it  is  in  fo  negligent  a  manner,  as  to  produce  little,  or  no  effetl 
lipon  the  hearer. 

Great  care  (hoiild  be  taken  in  the  performance,  that  the  inner  parts  may  not  predominate,  but  be  fnbfervient  to  the  principal  pai-t. 

To  perform  acceptably,  it  is  highly  necelTary  that  the  fubject,  in  the  firft  place,  be  thoroughly  underftooj  ;  then  reucated  agreeably  to  the  bcft  rile?  of 
pronunciation.  Afterward,  the  notes  are  to  be  applied  ;  and  a  particular  attention  paid  to  eniiiliaiical  words.  In  fotne  places,  the  time  onght  to  wait  for  e.^pref- 
•ijn.     In  otliers,  the  movement  ftiould  be  quickened.     There  fliould  likewife  be  a  ceCation  of  found  beiv.'fen,  and  frequently  in  the  liiiddle  of  many  fen- 
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teiiceSf  efpecially  thoCe,  whieh  are  nnportanr,  fivbliine  and  eTprenivev  that  the  mind  may  have  the  power,  infome  degree,  of  ^eali^ing  the  idea.  The  Ptaiif 
and  Font'  llioiild  alio  be  flriiiUy  regarded.  Tlie  perfurniance  being  thus  regulated,  the  whole  force  of  the  fentiments  will  be  imprelfed  upon  the  mind.  We 
may  then  enter  into  the  fpitit,  and  jnQice  may  be  done  to  every  part  of  the  conipotition. 

Hence  the  neceifity  of  an  iultrm^tor's  being  niafter,  not  only  of  founds,- but  ot  language  and  pronunciation.  In  both  reading  and  fpeaking,  the  propriety, 
moderation,  and  rapidity  of  pronunciation,  depend  upon  the  judgment  of  the  perfon  employed  in  either. 

The  expreiling  of  fentiments  through  the  medium  of  harmony^  muft  i.T  the  fame  manner  depend  upon  the  judgment  of  the  performer.  Therefore,  every 
inP.ruclor  Ihould  endeavour  to  allitl  the  judgment  of  his  pupils,  by  explaining  the  nature  and  dcfign  of  mufic,  as  adapted  to  particular  fentiments  or  paf- 
Jions,  tliat  their  pertornjances  may  be  executed  in  a  manner  adequate  to  the  particularity  of  the  fubjeft. 

Abuve  al,l,  let  a  fui table  attention  be  paid  to  the  important  truths  uttsred  in  finging,  that  the  great  judge  of  quick  and  dead  may  be  praifcd  wilb  reverence- 
and  folemnity. 


PARTICULAR         REMARKS. 

In  tunes.of  three  parts,  and  in  thofe,.  whieh.have  a  double  bafi,  in  the  following  work,  the  upper  is  confidcred  as  the  tenor,  or  leading  part  ;  and  the  tre-- 
ble,. or  fecond  part,  is  placed  between  that  and  the  bafs.  Irt  tunes  of  four  parts,  the  order  is  this,  ill.  the  bafs,  2d.  tlie  tenor,  3d.  the  counter,  and 
4th  the  treble. 

\y  herever  choofing  notes  occur,  in  any  part,  it  may  be  proper  to  divide  the  voices,  that  one  dlvifion  of  them  may  perform  the  upper,  and  the  other  the 
lo"er  feries  of  notes,  which  will  increafe  the  harmony.  .^ 

The  pilckof  a  tui.e  ought  nut  tu  be  taken   from  the  tenor,  but  from  the  key  note  in  the  bafs,  the  tone  of  which  note  determines  the  air  of  the  compofilion.
